W oolerich, form erly a prom inent H alifax m er­ 
chant, sta rte d by train Septem ber 9 0 last for 
M ount Uniacke station on th e W indsor & An­ 
napolis railw ay. 
From th a t place he inten d ed 
inspecting a farm at L akelands, in the interior. 
He insisted on going through the woods, a l­ 
though w arned not to do so. 
T aere aro four 
m iles square of alder bushes, sw am ps and lakes. 
W oolen oh walked through the sw am ps and 
around lakes u n til he th ou gh t he ought to be 
near his destination. T h at night he slept on 
bushes and n ext day starte d ou the tram p again. 
He w alked around dozens of lakes and through 
innum erable sw am ps.

Capital 
is Guarded 
A gainst I.awbroakers. 
From the London Telefnraph, 
Baron Ton Itichtoffen, president of the Berlin 
police, combines iu his person tho duties which 
m London are divided botween tho chief com­ 
missioner of police and the board of works. He 
not only looks after the safety and health of tho 
public, tu i has under kis survoillanco tho 
streets, markets and buildings. 
In relatiou to the Berlin municipality, which 
by its o ïcellent 
financial 
management has 
shown itself wortliy o f tlie considerable admin­ 
istrative economy which it 
jt)ys, the presideut 
o f police exercises certain rights o f control. He 
represent« tho state in it« relations with the 
people in tho lirai instance and is the organ of 
the executive power. 
The municipality bears a large share o f the 
police expenditure, paying for the uniforms of 
tho Schntzloute and providing tho building in 
the various localities where they are stationed. 
The state provides the pay o f the men. 
That 
of tho lire brigade comes out o f the municipal 
funds, although the tiremen, like the Schuta- 
leute, aro under tho orders o f the president of 
police. 
The policemen ni-e only employed during the 
daytimo. 
At night the captial is contided to 
the care of the watchmen, who wear a distinc­ 
tive uniform, and aro provide<l with a whistle 
and a saber. 
These men aro on duty from 1 0 
o'clock at night till 5 or H o’cUick tho norct 
morning, the tinal hour varying according to 
the season o f the year. 
1 ’lioy number r»0(). 
Tlio effective strength o f the police is :>,000, of 
which number aliout lifty are mounted. 
All tho policemon aro ohi subordinate» ofllcers 
o f the army, and aro of a certain standard 
hriight. 
I'lioT must hav<‘ pasHcd nine yo.'^rs in 
the army, and omployment is given only to 
those who have distinguished th<» msolves by 
good conduct- zi'al an<l a.ssiduity. 
'I’hoy are re­ 
spected by and live on good lorms with'the civ­ 
il population, although their manner occasion­ 
ally betrays their military training and is not 
exempt from bnisqueness. 
The Berliner sulmiits by force o f habit to the 
I injunctions of tho policeman, and on military 
' parade days one constable is siiflicient to koep 
a largo numlx'r of spectators in order. 
Tho morale o f the coi-ps is good, because tho 
men know that they are su])ported by both tluj 
public and tho superior authority, 
'i'he latter 
punishes all fault« and negligences on tho part 
of tho force, and protects it when it is in tho 
right. 
In addition to this out-door jiolico, which sees 
to tho execution o f laws and regulations and 
maintains order in tlie str« i(: is,t>iere is a policy of 
safety, -vrhoso miwsion is to dincov(-r tho autliors 
o f criTties and misdcnn'anorH. ¡md to keep strict 
watch over the dangerous classes, so as to pre­ 
vent, as far as pos.Hiblc, the perpotration o f o f­ 
fenses against })urson and property. 
I ’he iioad of tho police of safVty is i ’ount 
Puckner. 
The agents o f safety wear tirdinarv 
civil dress, and when thcv vi.*<it dangerous (juar- 
ters carry a revolver. 
Tiiis hvtt<<r privilege has 
recently been granted to them in consequence of 
some serious encounters with armed crimiiuilsi. 
The possession o f a revolvi-r is calculaied to 
give the agent a gTi-ater deiiree of assnranep, 
but he is Htricely forl'.id'len to use the weapon 
except in the last extr<*mity. 
The district agents aro speciall}’ charged witli 
tlui Kurvi'illance o f dealers in old rlot'nes, ]>awn- 
brokers and all « unni'cfed pernonH having a 
fixed domicile. Tho town is divided for tln< jmr- 
poHcs o f this demartmi'ut of tlie force into eight 
« listricts. each o f which is under the direction of 
a c.onimis.‘‘ioner. 
Tlie div sion o f labor, wljich is so marked a 
feature of tho Ik*rlin police force, is carri« 'd 
down to the dangerous clems nt.
